A drive for funds to build a nurses’ 
home in connection with the hospital 
m et with ready' response, and a build­ 
ing, simple in its outward appearance, 
but comfortable and home-like inside, 
was erected ap art from the hospital.

The X -ray dtq>arfcment was enlarg­ 
ed and moved from the basem ent to 
tho first floor. 
Safety appliances 
have been added and other appur­ 
tenances made to give greater ac­ 
curacy to the work 
and 
affording 
greater protection to the patients and 
pinion in charge of the m aking of 
the X-ray- pictures. 
Sun porches, a first aid dispensary 
and an electrical treatm ent depart­ 
ment, the latter installed at a cost of 
approxim ately 
$4,500, 
furnished 
through the generosity of the Thurs­ 
day Bridge Club of Gettysburg, have 
been a few of the other improvements 
made to the hospital in recent months. 
Besides serving as sun porches for 
convalescent patients, th© glass-en­ 
closed rooms a t the rear of the hos­ 
pital building serve as wards when 
the other regular 
w’ards of the in­ 
stitution are filled. 
The electrical 
treatm ent 
depart­ 
ment, in charge of a physician espe­ 
cially trained to adm inister therapeu­ 
tic treatm ents, was one of the most 
advanced steps taken by the local hos­ 
pital ainee its opening. 
Numerous 
diseases yield to the powerful sun 
letups, while deep-seated 
ailm ents, 
which cannot be reached in any other 
m anner, were quickly and effectively 
cured b y means of electrical currents 
passed through the body.

Germany, where he talked with the 
draft dodger in prison, but the treas­ 
ure now assumes

size of ten 
eases containing more than $250,000 
in gold. 
“ Bergdoll 
lately 
showed 
me 
proofs that the treasure in ten cases 
really exists,” said Mr. Sachs. 
“He 
has a chart of the location. The spot 
is now so well overgrown with un­ 
derbrush that only by means of the 
chart can it be found.” 
Mr. Sachs refused to answer several 
questions of how' he made 
the 
ac­ 
quaintance of Bergdoll, who is await­ 
ing trial in the county court of Mose- 
baeh on serious charges. 
“So serious 
are 
these 
charges,” 
says Mr. Sachs, “that the trial on 
April 14 will be held behind closed 
doors for fear of offending the morals 
of Uwt people. 
“I asked him if he would come back 
to this country,” and he replied em­ 
phatically in the negative. 
He says 
he is a Bolshevist and interested in 
the Bolshevist movement in Russia.” 
According to Mr. Sachs, Bergdoll 
will he tried before the Judge who 
tried Hooven Griffiths on charges of 
attempting to kidnap the draft dodger.

Pennsylvania 
markets 
received 
fewer carloads of apples during 1925 
than in any recent year, according to 
! a report issued today by the Penn- 
! Sylvania Bureau of Markets. 
There 
| were 5,833 cars received in 15 mar­ 
kets during the year, 1,130 cars less 
than in 1924 and 1,191 cars below the 
average *ince 1920. The reduction in 
receipts has been steady except for 
Ugh: receipts in IP22 
following 
the 
abnormally small crop of 1921. 
Twelve cities, 
including Philadel- 
] phia and Pittsburgh, received fewer 
I cars during 
1925 
than 
in 
1924, 
■ Bethlehem, Easton and York showing 
rslight gains. 
As 
the 
quantity 
of 
early apples received increased 
102 
cars, the supply of fall and winter 
fruit received over the railroads ac­ 
tu ally decreased 1,241 cars from 1924 
or 20 per cent. 
This does not mean 
that the consumption of apples 
de­ 
creased. but 
rather 
that 
Pennsyl­ 
vania consumers depended to a great­ 
er degree on the 
6,970,000 
bushels 
produced within the state during 1925 
and marketed to a large extent by 
truck. 
New York* again 
was 
the 
chief 
:;curea of carlot 
supply, 
furnishing 
2,381 cars, or 40 per cent of the total 
receipts, and 115 cars below* the 1924 
figure. Although Washington supplied 
444 fewer cars than in 1924, it still 
ranked second in shipments to this

dealers in photographic supplies. The 
rear of the first floor of the building 
fell in a t 8:30 o’clock and by 9 the 
fire had spread to the second floor.
